EEidi/AT stated the Cuban Zlevolutionary Associa- 
tion did not leave a.ny monep'’ to pay rental on the office space 
at the time they obtained this space but wore to loay rental 
to him from proceeds derived from a city v/ide fund collecting 
campaign they v/ere conducting to raise money for the Cuban 
people , 

L!r . nSTEZAZT related that the Cuban Revolutionary 
A-ssociation occupied office space at 544 Camp Street for 
approximately three or four rr.cntiis d'oring wriich time tZaey did 
not pay him any rental on the office space they occupied. He 
said that approximately im months after uhey moved from the 
premises Zae received a cZ'ieclc for \hlCO from, a lir .

Anas man told ham 
that he worked as an electrician during the day and desired 
to teach Spanish at night . This unknown man paid one month's 
rent of $30 or $40 in advance.
